Jefferson City, Mo., June 6.—Cupid 
has been banished from the Missouri 
penitentiary, and the officials lespon 
sible for prison affairs, from Gover­ 
nor Hadley down, are determined that 
he shall not come back. 
A 
romantic 
attachment 
between 
Harry Van War inga, a convict, and a 
young woman of good fami’y, who 
until a few days ago lived In Jefferson 
City, was discovered just in time, the 
officials hope, to prevent the marriage 
which was intended to follow the 
man’s release. 
The 
discovery 
has 
resulted in new rules intended to pre­ 
vent future affairs of the same sort. 
The acquaintance was formed when 
the young woman, following the cus­ 
tom of Sunday recreation seekers in 
Jefferson City, went to the peniten­ 
tiary chapel services. 
Van Waringa, 
a professional musician, was first vio­ 
linist, and leader of the prison or­ 
chestra, whose music was the princi­ 
pal feature attracting visitors to the 
service. 
Only men wiy have the privilege of 
hearing the orchestra in future, under 
a rule which went into effect yester­ 
day, and whicb was the direct result 
of the Van Waringa disclosures. But 
at the time when the young -woman 
paid her first visit to the services last 
fall, no one had tried to cross the 
line that divided the guests from 
those for whom thq service was pri­ 
marily intended. 
Chaplain Martin saw no harm, at 
that time, in the presence of women 
visitors. They helped in the singing, 
and they increased the interest of 
the convicts in the service. 
He had 
particular occasion to note the effect 
produced on Van Waringa by the ap­ 
preciation of his playing shown by 
the young woman. 
Attracted by the prisoner’s musical 
ability, and by his broad shoulders 
and black eyes, she became a regular 
attendant at the Sunday services, and 
sought to show her interest by bring­ 
ing music for the orchestra to play. 
Van Waringa, as leader of the or­ 
chestra, wrote a note to her thadking 
her for the music, 
and 
asked 
the 
chaplain to give her the note. 
The 
minister saw no reason why he should 
not do so, hut to assure himself that 
nothing was wrong, he read the no^e. 
It was formal and merely courteous, 
and he gave it to the young woman. 
More music kept coming to the or­ 
chestra, and each gift or loan was ac­ 
knowledged by a note. The chaplain 
glanced at one or two of the notes, 
then took to delivering or mailing 
them without examination. That was 
where, as he now freely admits, the 
chaplain made a mistake. 
Monday, May 29, was the time set 
for Van Waringa’s release, he having 
reduced 
his 
two-year sentence to 
eighteen months by good behavior. 
Two weeks before that time a keeper 
found in the^nusician’s cell a twenty-

Its opening phrases indicated 
i strong attachment, and the rest of 
the letter contained complete plans 
for her marriage to Van Waringa im­ 
mediately on his release. 
Warden And rae reported the situa­ 
tion to Gov. Hadley and Secretary 
of State roach, and through friends 
in Jeffrrson City the young woman 
was persuaded to go to her parents’ 
home in another part of the state. 
Van Waringa was “dressed out” a day 
ahead of time, and went to Kansas 
City. 
His former wife, who divorced 
him when he was sent to the peniten­ 
tiary for selling a mortgaged cprnet, 
lives there. 
The young woman’s friends say she 
has been convinced of her mistake, 
*\nd has promised to try and forget 
T an Mariner». He is a native of Hol­ 
land, ara v a.: f rmerly a bandmaster 
in St. Joseph, where he was convicted.
